PLAINTIFF’S FIRST AMENDED COMPLAINT IN CIVIL ACTION 

AND NOW, comes Plaintiff, AMELIA BREITENBACH, by and through undersigned 
counsel, and hereby files the within First Amended Complaint in Civil Action, and in support 
thereof avers as follows: 

1. Plaintiff, AMELIA BREITENBACH, is an adult individual residing at 2216 
Pleasantvue Circle, Pittsburgh, Allegheny County, Pennsylvania 15241. 

2; Based upon information and belief, Defendant, KRYSTAL NAZARIO-SOTO, 
(hereinafter, “KNS”) is an adult individual residing at 49 McKenna Avenue, Washington, 
Washington County, Pennsylvania 15301. 

3. Based upon information and belief, Defendant, RUBEN NAZARIO, JR., 
(hereinafter “RN”) is an adult individual residing at 48 McKenna Avenue, Washington, 
Washington County, Pennsylvania 15301. 

4. The facts and circumstances described herein occurred on or about January 5, 2022 


at approximately 3:00 p.m. 


5. At all times relevant, Defendant KNS was operating a 2011 Honda Accord (“Unit 
1”) in the Eastbound Lane of travel in Upper St. Clair at or near the 1800 block of Mclaughlin Run 
Road and the Upper St. Clair Township Building. 

6. At all times relevant, Plaintiff was lawfully and carefully operating a 2013 BMW 
X-3 (“Unit 2”) and was likewise traveling in the Eastbound Lane of travel on Mclaughlin Run 
Road, directly in front of the vehicle operated by Defendant KNS. 

7. At all times relevant, traffic on Mclaughlin Run Road was teeming, congested, and 
had come to a standstill near the Township Building. 

8. At all times relevant, in response to the slowing and halted traffic conditions, 
Plaintiff brought Unit 2 to a near and/or complete stop immediately prior to the accident 
complained of. 

9, At all times relevant, Defendant KNS failed to observe the congested traffic 
conditions, including Plaintiff's stopped vehicle directly in front of her. Defendant, thus, 
proceeded to negligently steer Unit 1 directly and violently into the rear of Unit 2, thus causing 
Plaintiff to sustain serious and severe injuries and damages, some, or all of which may be 
permanent in nature. 

10. At all times relevant, the accident described above was due to the negligence, 
inattentiveness, and carelessness of Defendants KNS and RN, and was in no way caused or 
contributed to by Plaintiff. 


COUNT I 
NEGLIGENCE 


AMELIA BREITENBACH v. KRYSTAL NAZARIO-SOTO

The negligence, inattentiveness, recklessness, and carelessness of Defendant KNS 


was a proximate cause in bringing about Plaintiff's injuries and damages in some or all the 


following particulars:

In failing to be aware of her surroundings, such that she failed to notice halted traffic 
conditions, including Plaintiff s stopped vehicle directly in front of her; 


In negligently steering Unit 1 into Unit 2; 


In operating Unit 1 in such a careless and negligent manner, so as to cause her 
vehicle to violently careen into the rear of Plaintiff’s vehicle; 


In operating Unit 1 in such a careless and negligent manner, so as to cause or allow 
Unit 1 to run into, strike and/or collide with Plaintiff s vehicle; 


In failing to apply the brakes of Unit 1 at an appropriate time, so as to avoid the 
collision; 


In failing to stop Unit 1 prior to colliding with Unit 2; 

In failing to properly and adequately control Unit 1; 

In failing to be aware of slowing and halted traffic conditions, such that she acted 
in conscious disregard of traffic regulations, thereby creating an unreasonable risk 


of harm to others, generally, and to Plaintiff specifically; 


In failing to maintain an assured clear distance between her vehicle and Plaintiff s 
vehicle; 


In failing to notice the position of other vehicles, generally, and Plaintiff, 
specifically, in sufficient time to prevent the collision; 


In failing to keep a proper lookout; 


In failing to sound the horn in sufficient time to give Plaintiff notice of her position; 


m. In failing to stop, turn aside the vehicle, or take other appropriate action, so that the 


collision would be avoided; 


In failing to know, understand and adhere to applicable rules, regulations, and/or 
laws governing the safe operation of motor vehicles;

In failing to operate Unit 1 in conformity with the Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle 
Code, so as to avoid the creation of dangerous situation for others, generally, and 
Plaintiff specifically; and, 


In operating Unit 1 below the standard of care established by the Pennsylvania

As a direct, substantial, and proximate result of the above acts or omissions of 


Defendant KNS, Plaintiff suffered serious and severe injuries, including, but not limited to:

21.  Atall times relevant, due to the negligence of Defendant, KNS, as set forth above, 
Plaintiff sustained internal injury which directly caused and/or contributed to her miscarriage 


and/or loss of fetus. 


22. At all relevant times, as the operator of Unit 2, Plaintiff was contemporaneously 
and proximately within the area of the subject motor vehicle accident, and thus substantively 
impacted by the accompanying traumatic forces resulting from the rear-end collision. 

23. Atall times relevant, as a direct, proximate, and substantial result of the negligence 
of Defendant, KNS, Plaintiff suffered shock and direct emotional impact from the sensory and 
contemporaneous infliction of harm arising from the traumatic forces in the rear-end collision. 

24. At all times relevant, Plaintiff was an expectant mother and, as such, in close 
relationship with her unborn child. 

25. At all times relevant, due the negligence of Defendant KNS, as set forth above, 
Plaintiff suffered severe emotional shock and distress; and in the future, may continue to suffer 
from the memory of the subject incident and from the knowledge that her loss could have been 
prevented but for the negligence, acts, omissions, and/or commissions of Defendant, KNS. 

26. At all times relevant, the severe emotional shock and distress complained of are a 
direct, proximate, and substantial result of the negligence, carelessness, and/or inattentiveness of 
Defendant KNS. 

27. As a direct, substantial, and proximate result of the above acts or omissions of 
Defendant KNS, Plaintiff suffered serious and severe injuries, including, but not limited to: 

a. Past, present, and/or future expenses and bills, including but not limited to: 
hospitalization, treatment, rehabilitation, therapy, maintenance, vocational 
expenses and/or support; 

b. A substantial diminution of Plaintiff s ability to enjoy life and life’s pleasures; 

c. Subsequent spontaneous abortion/loss of fetus; 

d. Fright or nervous shock or mental or emotional disturbances or distress; 


e. Any natural and/or medically related consequences arising from and/or that are 
reasonably related to the aforementioned injuries; and 


f. Some or all the above injuries may be permanent in nature. 
WHEREFORE, Plaintiff, AMELIA BREITENBACH, respectfully requests judgment
